We are in receipt of your letter of the 9th 
instant, together with report on the proposed seware 
disposal system for the above school. 


After reviewing this report we are of the 
opinion that Scheme No.l (the cheaper of the two) with 
certain modifications can be made quite ssatisfactor) 
for this purpose. We understend that the populetion 
here is sbout 75 personse We feel that the design 
should be made for a population of 100. 


Utilizing both tanks in Scheme No.1 should 
provide sufficient sedimentation and storage for this 
purpose. We sre not certain, however, from the report 
as to just what is intended to be done with the second 
tenk. It is stated in the report that a syphon chamber 
will be constructed. There is some doubt as to whether 
it was the intention to utilize the entire second tank 
as 6 syphon chamber, or to use only part of it. We 
feel that it would be more desirable to use both of these 
tanks for sedimentation purposes and to construct a 
sméli syphon chember es an addition to this. This 
would not be an expensive item. 


In connection with the disposal bed, it would 
appear that the bed suggested for Scheme No.l, with 
the addition of some extra rows of tiles would be made 
satisfactory. You have in this bed now approximately 
1000' of distribution tiles. We believe it would be 
advisable to increase this number to probably 1500!. 


We are also interested in the method suggested 
for the disposal of the leundry wastes. It would not 
be satisfactory to discharge this into the water without 
treatment. We see no reason why it cannot be passed 
through the septic tank system. This amount of waste 
should not upset the condition in the tanks, particularly 
if both are used for sedimentation purposes. With 1500!

~ oe Mr. Williams’ letter instructs to have the 


work commenced at once. I doubt very much whether the 
frost is out of the ground as yet and the lake is not 
free of ice. The work cannot be commenced until such 
time as the frost is entirely out of the ground and 

free access can be had to the site from the lake. The 
work will probably take three weeks at least, during 
which time the school sewerage stem cannot be in 
operation. I will know better tomorrow after my 
inspection, whether or not the present blockage of 

the system can be temporarily overcome. If it can be 
overcome, then the remodelling of the system can be 
deferred until the time of the school vacation. If 

it cannot be remedied, then it will be necessary for 

the school authorities to get along without any sewsre 
system until such time 2s the new work can be undertaken 
and completed, If such # condition is intolerable, the 
school can be closed and the children sent home to their 
reserves 4 few wee earlier than is customary. 


As you are aware, this office has no funds 
available to meet expenditures undertaken in connection 
with the work for the Department of Indian Affairs, 
According to the new system of accounting, it is 
impossible to take monies from our own appropriation 
to spend on this work and later have the money returned 
from any other vote. Accordinzly, I would request that 
you take up with the Department of Indian Affairs the 
matter of having sufficient money advanced to this 
district office as will defray all our expenses in 
connection with this work. It might also be advisable 
to suggest to the Department of Indian Affairs that in 
future all arrangements for work to be done under the 
direction of this office should be arranged through 
your office at Ottawa, 


Upon the conclusion of my visit to Kenora 
I will write you further re the proposed remodelling 
of the sewerage system at the R. C. Indian School.

I am enclosing copy of correspondence 
received today from the Acting Deputy Superintendent 
General of Indian Affairs in connection with the R. (6. 
Indian School at Kenora. Captain Edwards, Indian Agent 
at Kenora, ‘phoned me this morning re the very serious 
condition prevailing at the school and at his urgent 
request I agreed to leave tonight for Kenora to look 
into the situation and see what, if anything, can be 
done to relieve conditions by temporary expedients. 

From Mr. Williams' letter I would infer that the work 
is to be carried out under the personal direction and 
supervision of someone from this staff. Mr. Rose is 

the only member of the staff available who has had any 
experience with such work, and his services are required 
in connection with hydrometric work in this district. 
The work, when undertaken, will probably take three 
weeks to complete, so that it will be difficult to have 
anyone from this staff assigned to the work unless the 
job is undertaken at such time as suits our convenience.

Mr. Williams states that the work is to be carried 
out by day labour and the mterial to be purchased by 
this office and certain individuals in Kenora are to be 
consulted as to where materials are to be purchased and 
through whom labour is to be obtained. Personally, I 
consider that it will be preferable to have the work 
undertaken by a competent local contractor on a basis 
of cost plus a fixed sum, the contractor placing on the 
work & competent foreman at a daily wage scale. Consider- 
able equipment and tools would be required and the 
contractor could furnish all such tools, equipment and 
material, I may say that this procedure was followed by 
this office in connection with work undertaken at the 
Sandy Bay Indian School in Manitoba, and proved to be a 
most satisfactory menner of having the work completed. 
It will, of course, be necessary to have an engineer on 
the job to give levels and to supervise the work as it 
progresses,

Sir: 


With further reference to my letter to you of 
May 2nd in connection with the new work to be done at 
the R. C. Indian School at Kenora, I beg to advise you 
that I visited the site of the school on May 3rd in 
company with Mr. Kelly of Kelly and Kimberley, and we 
came to the conélusion that the present trouble in the 
sewerage system could possibly be easily overcome by 
some minor cleaning out of the line leading to the 
septic tank. I recommended to Captain Edwards, Indian 
Agent at Kenora, that Mr. Kelly be instructed to engage 
two men to clean out the septic tank and to get the 
system operating again temporarily.

I am today informed by Captain Edwards that 
the sewage pipe at the school has now been cleaned out 
and that conditions are again very satisfactory. I 
believe that this work has been done at very little 
expense, but it will suffice to permit the school to 


operate until early in July when vacation starts. 
Accordingly, the new work will not be undertaken until 


that time.

You will observe that Mr. Gow asks that 
sufficient funds be advanced by your Department to 
defray the cost of the work. His suggestion as to 
having all arrangements carried out through this office 
requires no comment as I understand that the departure 
from the usual procedure in this instance was made in 
the emergency on the Minister's instructions, 
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I also enclose copy of a letter dated May 7th 
written after Mr. Gow's visit to Kenora from which you 
will observe that the septic tank and sewage pipe have 
been oleaned out and that the system will now probably 
operate. satisfactorily until vacation begins early in 
July and the new work oan be undertaken,

Please refer to my letter to you under date of May 2nd in 
connection with the proposed work at the Roman Catholic Indian 
Sehool at Kenora for the Department of +ndian Affairs. I would 
appreciate knowing at the earliest possible moment whether or not 
this work is to be proceeded with, and if so whether in accordance 
with the original design of this office, or should the suggested 
modifications of the Ontario Department of Health be followed. I 
would also appreciate knowing whether my recommendations as to 
the carrying out of the work have received favourable consideration, 


Regarding the suggested modifications by the Ontario De- 
partment of Health, Imy say that No.1 tank, according to our pro- 
posals, will be used entirely for sedimentation, also more than 
one-half of the second tank will be used for the same purpose; 
the remaining portion of the second tank being remodelled for use 
as a syphon chamber. The capacities of these two tanks consider- 
ably exceed the requirements of the school and in the writer's 
opinion no addition is at all necessary. As for the disposal bed, 
its size is entirely limited by the space available and the con- 
ditions prevailing, but if at all possible it will be enlarged. 

I might point out, however, that this disposal bed as designed, 
will be entirely built up from graded and selected material and 
will give maximum duty so that 1,000 lineal feet of tile is 
considered quite adequate. The laundry water will all pass through 
the septic tank. 
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The material for building up the disposal bed has all to 
be brought in by scow from along the shores of the Lake of the 
Woods, also considerable skilled labor is required in the install- 
ation of the siphon chamber and in the laying of the tile and 
making pipe connections and so forth. Very close supervision 
of the work will be necessary to insure the efficient operation 
of the system when completed. Under these circumstances I am 
strongly of the opinion that the work should be entrusted to a 
dependable contracting firm who will be able to place upon the 
work all equipment needed and also such skilled labor as may be 
rewired. The work should be let on the basis of cost plus a 
fixed sum, which fixed sum would be 10% of the estimated cost of 
the work.

I have your letter of the 30th ultimo, with 
reference to the disposal system proposed for the 
Indian Residential School at Kenore. 


We have gone into the matter again and after 
thorough consideration we ao not feel that we can 
approve of your Original proposal called "No.1". 

The suggestions which we made in our letter of December, 
18th 1931 were the minimum thet we felt necessary to 
handle this eitustion. It is quite useless to alter 
this system unless it is done proverly. I do not see 
that there are any great difficulties in the carrying 
out of the suggestion offered in our former letter. 

We do not permit the discharge of lsundry westes 

without some trestment; this, of course, requires an 
additional number of field tiles to wkgt wae originally 
proposed in scheme No.l. We felt that, plecing the 
number at 1500' we were keening quite close to the minimum.

However, from your letter I 
would infer that the work is to be carried out by day labour, 
in accordance with former instructions.

This method of carrying out the project, in 
my opinion, will require the presence on the work continuously 
of a government representative, one theroughly experienced 
in contracting work, etc. This office with its greatly cur- 
tailed staff is unable to place an engineer on the job con- 
tinuously during the three or four weeks necessary to complete 
the work. However, I can arrange to have Mr, Rose relieve 
Mre C.C.Galloway, our Recorder at Keewatin while the latter is 
taking his holidays at such time as the work is in progress 
and Mrs Rose can arrange to render whatever engineering service 
and assistance are necessary insofar as his regular duties 
will permit. 
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I would, therefore, request that you please 
notify the Demartment of Indian Affeirs that this office, on 
account of the necessity of carrying on other work with a 
greatly curtailed staff, is unable to take the responsibility 
for carrying on the work at the R.C,Indian School at Kenora, 
and that it is considered advisable to place the carrying 
out of the work under the direction of the Indian Agent at 
Kenora, but that this office will gladly render engineerin: 
service ami technical advice and assist generally in th carry- 
ing out of the work under the proposed day labour basis.

The Superintendent General of Infian Affaires 
received a communication from F. Dubois, Chief of the Fire

dential schools. not refer to any 
school by name but sta in his let as follows:- 


"  . « » The conditions found around some of 
them is deplorable, ani it is no wonder that they 
burn up so frequently. Allow me to put up to you 
one instanee, but I will not mention any names, but 
I oan produce the faets in full if necessary. I 
found hand chemicals, the two and a half gallon size, 
supposed to be in readiness for business fn case of 
fire, in such shape that they would not even shoot 
a drop of water,in examining them I found that the 
metal cork usually used for corking the acid bottle 
setting on the head of the bottle with the original 
rubber cork still in the neck of the bottle. It 
had never been taken out and naturally no acid would 
flow if the machine was tipped over for use. The 
one setting up these machines did not even know why 
ani how the metal corks were used. I might say that 
metal cork replaces the rubber ones when the machine 
4e set for use, and these machines had not been 
touched for at least over twelve years, when in 
reality they should be charged yearly." 


I would somest that you interview the Fire 
01 


Chief and ascertain m him the school referred to in 
his letter. If the hool is loeated in your agency, 
you should immedia make an inspeotion of the fire 
equipment and its condition and report to the Department. 
The condition referred to by the Fire Chief in connection 
with the extinguishers on hand should be remedied at the 
earliest possible moment. These extinguishers should be 
placed in a condition ready for immediate use. If any 
refille are required, you may purehase same, forwarding 
accounts in the usual manner covering the cost. 


Please report regarding the fire escapes, 
stating whether they are kept in 6 sati otoery condition 
or if any repairs or improvements are required. Your 
recommendation, together with the cost involved, should 


be given.

Towm limits but through your intercession I wae given the authority to 
give not only this school but the Cecilia Jeffrey school ae well a good 
thédrough inspection from a fire protection point of view and I am pleased 
to state that practically every suggestion that I made in this connection 
was very satisfactory attended to in every respect and that now both 
these schools are in very good condition and are periodically visited 
and I am sure that I am only too well pleared to be always at your service 
at any time that any question may crop up where the safety of the 
occupants and property are at stake for I certainly am one of the last 
Citigens of Kenora that wants to see a fire occur in any one of these 
institutions for, as I said before although they are out of our districts 
we shall only be too pleased to render any assistance we can if an 
emergency occured that we would be notified of. 

I am sure that the occurence we experienced a few years 
ago at the Cecilia Jeffrey schoél where our assistance aided in keeping 
down the damage to nearby structures when the school stable burned will 
convince you that we are always at your service.

We have tdday interviewed the Town Fire Chief, 
F. Dubois, and he informs us that the school referred 
to in his communication, was the Kenora R.C .Rgsidential, 
in this Agency. Several years ago we thought it advisable 
to ask the Fire Chief if he would make an annual inspection 
ef our schools, to make sure the equipment and necessary 
protection were in good order. It was found at that time, 
that one of the Hand Chemical Machines was not in good 
shape, through the rubber cork having been left in instead 
of being taken out when the machine was installed. Every 
year since that time periodical inspections have been 
made by the Fire Chief and his Staff, and I have been present 
with them. Although the Schools are not in the Town limits, 
the Pire Chief has been glad to make these inspections, for 
which he has made no charge, even using his own car for the 
trips. After his inspections we get a letter from him, 
making any suggestions for improvements he thinks advisable, 
and in every case the suggestions have been carried out. 
The Fire Bsacapes at the School are now in good condition, 
with the exception of some slight alterations to be made at 
the Cecilia Jeffrey School, which are authorized, and will 
be made as soon as the weather moderates.

I have been Chairman for the last two years of the 
Civic Affairs Committee of the Kenora Board of Trade and 
have conducted and marked all examination papers for the 
Town of Kenora Firemen, and have signed and presented the 
certificates to those who have passed. The Fire Chief is 
very keen on his job, and the Town have won both the 
Dominion and Provincial Fire Protection Association, Trophies 
for Towns of 5000 to 25,000 population.

The Principal of tne Kenora “esidential 
R.C.School reports that owing to the heavy rains 
the Sewage Disposal bed at his School has been 
demeged, vy the amount of water running from the 
high banks behind and some of the pipes of the 
@isposal bed are broken and the bed washed out, 
causing the fluid to come up out the ground and 
run into the Lake. Dr. Ferguson our Medical Officer 
went to look over the situation this morning and 
informs us that something must be done immediately 
as the water runs into the Lake just over the intake 
of the Town's water supply. 
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Vessrs.Kelly * Kimberly inform us that in 
their opinion it will cost in the neighbourhood 
of $400:00 to put the field in first class shape, 
and if this is not done at once, there is liable 
to be damage done to the whole field. If the face 
of the disposal bed had been rip rapped this would 
not have happened, but of course it was unforseen, 
and we have had very heavy rains. We have given 
instructions to Kelly and Kimberley to make a temporary 
repair and will be glad if you will send your inetruct- 
ions direct to the Principal, as we leave for the North 
on Annuity payments tomorrow morning at 3 A.M, and 
will not be back in Kenora till nearly the end of the 
month.

system to prevent deterioration of the disposal bed. 
Circumstances would not permit placing this disposal bed in 
any other location and the present location is most unfavour~ 
able and accordingly necessitates constant vigilance to prevent 
deterioration. . 

The Prinoipel of the Sehool complained about the 
offensive odor from the drainage isauing from the disposal bed. 
It was explained to him that the sewage syatem is greatly 
overloaded with the laundry water and ete,, and it is to be 
expected that as time passes the efficienoy of the bed will 
decrease. It was never anticipated that the system, as 
constructed, would prevent offensive odors or prevent bacteria 
from being discharged from the disposal bed. The writer did 
not consider that the odor was very offensive. It also mat 
be borne in mind that the circumstances at this achool do not 
permit of an efficient sewage disposal bed and it cannot be 
expected that ideal conditions will be experienced now or in 
the future as long as the school remains in its present location.

As requested in your letter of the Sth instant, 
I examined conditions of the sewage disposal bed at the 
Re C. Indian School at Kenora on the 15th instant. Both 
Captain Edwards, Indian Agent, and Dr. Ferguson, Medical 
Health Officer, were absent from Kenora on Treaty Payments, 
but I found that temporary repair work was in progress 
under the direction of Kelly and Kimberley, Contractors of 
Kenorae I was given to understand that temporary repairs 
were authorized by Captain Kdwards at the insistence of the 
Medical Health Officer. These tomporary repairs were merbly 
to prevent further deterioration in the event of further 
heavy rainfall.

The sewage disposal bed at this school was of 
necessity laid in a restricted area on the slope toward the 
lake in front of the sohool and in a slight depreasion where 
rock was not too close to the surface. The disposal bed was 
apparently constructed in accordance with the plans, which 
did not provide for rip-rap facing on the south and west 
slopes, except to prevent srosion from wave action on the 
lake side. It was hoped that the surface drainage would not 
erode the slopes of the disposal bed, but would follow a 
natural drainage depression leading immediately south of the 
bed. However, heavy rainfall this spring caused considerable 
drainage around the bed, eroding away part of the south and 
west slopes of the bed and actually expwaime the tile in 
one or two places. It now appears as if additional expense 
should have been incurred at the time the disposal bed was 
constructed and the south and west slopes of the bed protected 
with a wall of broken rook, carefully laid so as to contain 
only small voids. Furthermore, cut-off ditches should have 
been cut along the slope immediately above the disposal bed, 
so as to by pass the run-off from the slope above. 
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I would suggest that this work be now carried out. 
The entire south and west slopes of the disposal bed should 
have loose rock facing, carefully.laid and following the 
original slope right up to the top of the disposal bed. The 
general Level of the disposal bed should then be brought up 
to the original elevation. Cut-off ditches should be 
constructed to by pass the flowage from the slope above the 
system and every effort should be made to effect a growth of 
grass on the disposal bed. ‘This rook facing should consist 
of flat broken rock placed horizontally with the voids care- 
fully filled with small stone so as to make a wall with a 
thickness of about wn inches. It is very difficult to give 
an estimate of the probable cost of this repair work. 
However, the work is entirely labor and no skilled labor is 
required. I would also suggest that this work should

After our recent inspection of the two Indian residental 


schools I wish to submit as per your request the following report on 
the conditions found as well as suggestions for improvements on some 
of the equipment in use. 


At St Anthonys R.C. School the conditions found were that 
two of the water five gallon hand pumps were empty and not in use,in 
other sections of the building but the basement I would recommend that 
one Thermene be kept handy for the laandry boiler room and one for the 
laundry room,also one Guardene soda and acid chemical for the hallway 
of the first floor and one at the end of the hallways on the other 
floors,one Pyrene should be kept in the kitchen and one in the office 
the John Manville hand extinguishers should be installed in the class 
rooms and some in the dormiteries,one five gallon water tank should be 
kept in the work shop buildimg and one in the stable,these two machines 
ean be kept filled with a non freeze liquid in these buildings,in the 
basement the hose there at present is quite sufficient to take care of 
that section of the building but I would recommend that this place be 
kept in better order and wood or chips be kept away from the furnace. 

I would recommend that a piece of asbestos about a quarter 
of an inch in thickness be placed next to the wood box and the oven 
fire box, this piece of asbestos shguid be about two feet wide and at 
least four feet high,in the kitchensthe bottom of the ash pit should 
be covered with fire clay as there is no ash pan and the heat from the 
hot ashes may cause trouble in this spot. 

As regerds to a fire alarm system there is a small steel 
triangle already installed which is loud enough to be heard during 
class hours but it may be possible to install a regular striker on the 
large bell on the building which would be heard all over the premises 
ae a fire bell and ee a fire signal it would be heard ty everyone both 
ineide and out in all the other sections of the institution, the rope 
for this striker could extend through the building to the lower floor 
and I believe it would serve to advantage in this respect. 

e Pastor in charge should appoint some reliable employee 
to keep all fire protection appliances including the fire escapes and 
exite always in proper order and should see that the extinguishers are 
not meddled with and recharged at least once a year,the fire buckets 
used formally are worn out and should be replaced as they 1 omg hend 
for bush or fires near the water front. pao —agell

The Court House, We found the Court liouse Building and grounds 
in excellent condition, but would recommend the painting of 
exterioy and the installationsef Weatherstrip and caulking 

on the windows not already done. 

The District Gaol, We found the premises in excellent condition, 
inmates seemed all satiefied with their treatment and general 
comforts. We find, however, this building to be badly in need 
of steel loekers for prisoners’ clothing and also an electric 
dryer for the leunfiry. ‘The window eashes on this building are 
loose and shrunken and as location of thie building subjects 

it to the ravages of wind storms, dust, ete, we would recommend 
the installations of weatherstriping on all windows and caulking 
@round cams as a fuel saving and dust prevention measure. 

We further recommendé that a strip of privately owned property 
paralelling South boundary of Gaol property, now in an unsightly 
and neglected condition be purchased,if poesible,and added to 
Gaol property. If thie were done it would greatly add to the 
beauty of the grounds surrounding thie building which are in 
exoeedingly well-kept ovndition.

My Dear Mr. Phelan: 


I am just back from Kenora, Ontario. I 
went down at the request of Rev. Father Baillargeon 
to talk over the matter of repairs to his school. 


As you kmow, there is provision for the 
building of a Hog House for the estimated amount of 
$900. While this is a needed improvement, Father 
Baillargeon is of the opinion that it would be better 
to postpone the building of the Hog House and to use 
the sum provided for this purpose for very urgent re- 
pairs to the school, particularly the floors in two 
of the classrooms and in the boys dormitory. These 
floors are of fir and were put in when the school 
was first built. ‘They show considerable wear; in fact, 
in some places thegasworn right through to the rough 
floor. Keeping tHese floors clean is almost an im- 
possibility; it is moreover quite dangerous for the 
girls, as in the process of cleaning the floors they 
injure their hands with splinters. 


The school has no garage; the automobile 
now used by the school for trucking is in the open and 
suffers considerable depreciation from being exposed to 
all kinds of weather. Father Baillargeon believes that 
with the sum of $900. provided for the Hog Pen that he 
could not only put in new floors wheRe such are urgently 
needed, but that he could also build a one-car garage. 


These matters were submitted to your agent, 
Captain Bdwards, and he has approved this substitution 
but we would not like to proceed without the authority 
of the department.

The 4" pips line should have been laid at least 

3" below the lowest anticipated water level of the lake. 

It has been laid only about 1' below the water level 
prevailing in April and May and at the present time, for a 
considerable distance from the shore. The fact that the 

old pipe line never froze is no reason to assume that the 

new one will not, especially since the old pipe is set 

nearly 9" lower and appears to be encased within an outer 
pipe. The only safe measure for ensuring that this new 

pipe line will not freeze is to lower it so that there is 
five feet of solid earth covering out to the point where the 
water is now 4' deep. I would not care to recommend any 
other course. It might be possible to so cover up the pipe 
line as it now rests, in shallow water so as to prevent 
freezing but I have no suggestions to make along these lines. 
You know what the consequence would be should this pipe line 
freeze up so no expense should be considered too great to 
ensure yinterrup ted water service. 


I expect that Mr. J. T. Rose of this staff will 
be proceeding to Kenora this week to carry out some 
investigations in connection with the proposed new sewerage 
disposal system for the R. ©. School and I have instructed 
him to accurately measure the suction lift, as the pump is 
now located, also in the recommended new location, also to 
determine the profile of the pipe line as laid. Mr. Rose's 
services will be available to you for any further investiga- 
tions you wish made and for consultation.

Dear Captain: 


Following our examination of the new pump and 
pipe line installed at the R. G. Indian School at Kenora, 
I have studied the Campbell Heating Company's proposals, 
made in writing to you under date of April 30, 1930. Mhis 
firm reported that the lake level was about 22 feet below 
the pump and recommended their "First Proposal" as "The 
proper and thorough way to install this job", and "For the 
reason that this pump motor and suction line are of the 
proper capacity to do this job thoroughly". Acting upon 
their report and recommendations, I understand you advised 
that the work be proceeded with. Later this Company 
demanded and secured an additional $600.00 above their 
original offer for doing the work. Mr. Campbell now states 
that the lake level is 24" 8" below the pump. I would here 
like to point out that on September 13th the lake level was 
1055.90 and on no day during the month of April, 1930 did 
the lake level reach this elevation - it was always lower. 
Had the suction lift been only 22 feet and had the 4" pipe 
line been properly laid below the frost line and otherwise 
properly laid, in all probability the system would have 
worked, but, however, with little margin of safety. I am 
now assuming that the suction lift has been found to be 
nearly 25 feet. The Campbell Heating Company, acting in 
the capacity of Advisory Engineers, as well as Contractors, 
have therefore the responsbility of seeing that the system 
is made to work in a "thorough way". 


Assuming the suction lift to be 25 feet, 1 am of 
the opinion that taking into consideration friction losses 
in the pipe line, and the possibility of still lower water 
in the lake, that the new pump as installed cannot be made 
to serve satisfactorily and that no time should be wasted 
in attempting to make it do so. ‘the pump and motor are 
efficient but not dependable against a suetion lift in excess 
of 22 feet when there are several friction losses. ‘he 
remedy, therefore, is to decrease the suction lift by 
lowering the pump. Being as it is necessary to move the 
pump it would be advisable to lower it sufficiently to 
ensure efficient operation. I would suggest that a new 
pump house be erected immediately over the check valve now 
installed below the old pump house. This pump house should 
be 8' x 10" with an 8" wall, with an 6" concrete floor slab 
resting on gravel with wooden trap door giving access to the 
check valve. I would set the motor and pump as low as 
possible but resting on a concrete platform, say 4" or 6" 
above the concrete floor.

After thie trip has been completed 
we will again communicate with you with respect to this 
gituatione At that time definite recommendations and 
estimates of cost will be submitted.

is not considered necessary to make an (mmediate visit to the 
achool and examine the intake. Severe nter conditions are 
being experienced and similar conditions can be expected to 
prevail until late in March, preventing inspection and repair 
work being carried out except at great inconvenience to the 
gohool and heavy expense to the Department. 


This office had nothing to do with the placing of 
this suction line in 1930, but as the agoompanying copy of a 
letter written to Captain Bawards on September 16, 1930 will 
reveal, we were rather oritical of the pumping arrangements 
and also of the laying of the suotion line. Our suggestions 
regarding the pumping arrangements were carried out but th 
guétion line was already in place. At a later date Mrs Rose 
of this office, made a profile of the suction line pipe and 
also lecated ite position on the lake bottom with reference 
to the school location. ‘This profile, when plotted, revealed 
that it would be possible for many air pockets to form in the 
pipe line. 
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It is noted that Captain Edwards has examined the 
situation and claims that the sand is in the water and is 
drawn into the pumps. In our opinion, however, the water of 
Lake of the Woods at that particular location ia not subject 
to agitation and furthermore that the end of the pipe line is 
resting upon a rock botto It ia@ our opinion, therefore 
that the end of the pipe line is either inne 4 partially 
in sand now or that breaks have ocourred at o or more points 
along the suction line and that sand is being drawn in from 
the lake bottom.

in the intake. The extreme lift of this pump even in low 
water level will not be 10 feet. With the amount of sand 
and dirt that has been pumpei through this plant, the cylinder 
linings of the pumps are cut out and the pump will require 
relining and overhauling. As soon as the breakage in intake 
was discovered, I notified the principal of the school that 
they should not use any of the water from the plant for 
household uses or for the stock, as the outlet of the septic 


tank is very close to it.

At the request of the principal of this school, I have 

made a check of the water pumping system. His reason for 
having the system checked was that sand and dirt were be~- 
ing taken in through the pump lines, and the pump was slow- 
ing up and losing its prime.

Our check-up showed that the 4" iron intake pipe is broken 
off at a distance of 150 feet from the shore line. The 
original end of this suction line where the water should 
be taken in is 900 feet from the shore line. At the point 
where the breakage is, the water is 9 feet deep. The pipe 
is enclosed in a wooden crib and the crib is loaded with 
dirt filling. In order to repair this break, @ coffer dam 
would have to be constructed. This dam would have to be 
long enough to work at a 20 foot length of 4" iron pipe. 
Making this dam would be a real job, 4s the bottom of the 
leke at this point is mud. The crib work would have to be 
cut away Before the dam could be put down. 


CANADA 
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I would estimate the cost of the dam and the repair to the 
pipe and the pack filling of this crib at $2,000.00 or more. 
There is also always the chance that after this break has 
been repaired that other breaks may show up or develop, or 
with the weight of the dirt being put back in the crib the 
pipe may snap off again.

I would propose that in view of the outlined conditions that 
this pipe line be discarded and a new line of copper piping 

be put down to replace it. This line could be of smaller 
size, say 2k" or 2", This pipe would have some give and 

would fit down to the bottom of the lake. It could be placed 
in the water beside the present crib and very little addition- 


al frost covering would be required. 


This pipe should be connected without check valves so that 
it can be back-washed and cleaned with the water from the

My dear Mr. Sutherland: 


I am sorry to inform you that the water 
situation at the Kenora school requires immediate attention. 
I understand that Dr. Ferguson has forbidden the use of the 
present supply of water on account of the danger of contagion. 


There is a break in the supply pipe 150 feet 
from the shore line. As this break is very close to the septic 
tank, it is feared that contaminated water is being pumped into 
the pressure tank in the basement of the school. That is the 
reason why Dr. Ferguson forbade the school authorities to use 
any lake water. 


Ae the school children are now on their 
vacation, the inconvenience caused by thié break is not very 
serious as water can be hauled for ordinary culinary purposes 
but, as soon as the children return, this will be an impossible 
task and besides, there might be the danger of tho children and 
members of the staff drinking the contaminated water. 


Will you be good enough to have thie matter 
investigated immediately? Mr, Charles Ratchford, of Kenora, made 
the survey of the whole system of water supply and has submitted 
& price for the laying of a new pipe line. Mr. Ratchford has done 
considerable work for the school in the past and his prices were 
always fair and the quality of his work very satisfactory. As he 
is a logal man, we are quite sure that if he were given the contract 
for this work, it would be done quickly and to the satisfaction of 
the Department.

As requested by your letter of July 28th, I visited 
Kenora in connection with the water intake at the R. C. Indian 
School. 


Recently the Principal of the School had a local 
firm examine the intake and I believe this exmmination revealed « 
break in the pipe line about 150 feet fram the shore and no doubt 
the water supply has been teken from thet point rather than from 
the ond of the line about 700 feet from shore, The break in the 
line was located under the crib which protects the line from 
freezing during low water ~ this oribwork at that point being 10 
to 12 feet in width and from 5 to 7 feet deep and is submerged at 
the existing lake level. The oribwork is filled with gravel, earth 
and possibly some rock and sheet piled at the sides. 


The intake was laid in 1950 and « new pumping unit 
was also installed at the same time, At low lake elevation the 
pipe line has very little protection from freesing but to date no 
trouble has been experienced. The present pipe should still be in

serviceable condition but it may be possible that other breske exist 
in the line out from the one located. 


We would suggest that the existing intake pipe line 
be repaired. This will involve removing the cribwork protection at 
| the location of the break and repairing the break by moans of rubber 
hose couplings. Tests must then be made to determine if other breeks 
| ecour, Removing the cribwork will be expensive, involving the use of 
drag line and possibly dynamite. After the break hes been sealed it 
will be necessary to rebuild the cribwork protection. 
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This office was not connected in any way with the 
placing of this intake in 1950 but while carrying out other work et 
the school later aid locate the pipe line, secure = profile of the 
sewe and lecate the cribbing. A plan was prepared to show these 
details, XIt ia necessary to make further examinetion of the pipe line

I have for acknowledgment your letter of September lst 
enclosing copies of two letters from the Secretary, Department of 
Indien Affairs - one letter of which, dated August 29th, rela to

Thie letter apparently wes wettten previous to the 
receipt of my letter of August 25th in which I recommended the laying 
of @ now intake and the repairs of pumping plant - the estimated cost 
being $3,500. As this amount is greatly in excess of the $2 ,000,00 
estimated for the repair job outlined in my letter of August 13th, we 
will await further word from the Department of Indian Affeirs. The 
recommendations set out in my letter of August 25th were of course, 
based upon the results of examinations carried out efter the letter 
of Auguet 13th was forwarded, 
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It ie noted thet tenders for carrying out the work are 
to be asked from Mr, Charles Ratchford of Kenora, Of course those 
instructions also relate to the repair work outlined in our letter of 


Aucust 15th. It ie our intention to prepare some plans with respect 
to the laying of @ new intake but the rocky and stoney lake bottom ie 
very uneven and the exact location of the new intake would only be 
determined after numerous soundings were taken to ascertain the most 
favourable location. It is not feasible now to prepare drewings show- 
ing details sufficiently accurate to permit of tenders being called.

This work should be given to « good contractor with the 
necessary equipment for carrying out the job rapidly and inexpensively. 
The only plumbing involved is in connection with the pump. Anthes 
pipe requires no plumbers or steemfittere to connect up. Mr. Gherles 
Ratchford is plumber and his services could possibly be utilized in 
connection with the pump equipment, On a smell job of this kind calling 
for tenders would be disedvantageous. Under water work involves many 
uncerteinties and tender or no tenders, the Government would heve to pay 
the total cost plus a reasonable profit, since « responsible firm would 
tender sufficiently high to cover the uncértainties and the individual 
with no financial responsibility or experience would, if his tender was 
accepted, exhaust his resources and have to be rescued and the job 
finished for him, 
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Indian Affairs. 


If the Department of Indien Affaire spprove of the 
laying of new inteke and the repairing of the pump, we suggest that the 
work be entrusted to a good general contractor on a cost plus basis, 
or that a man, thoroughly experienced with such work, be selected to 
superintend and direct the work. This office will endeavour to give 
engineering assiatance and to check labor and material costs, 


If this work ie to proceed we would appreciate receiving 
early advice regarding the carrying out of the same and also as to the 
arrangements for providing the monies necessary.

We are forwarding herewith revised statement of 
the account of Moore's Taxi Limited - this statement outlining the 
services rendered, the weight of goods transported, the corres- 
ponding freight classification and the rate per hundred pounds, 
This rate classification ie the same as that of the railroads end 
the rate per hundred pounds is also the same,as is required by law. 


Replying to the third paragraph of Mr. MacKenzie's 
letter, I would point out that it wes more economical to utilize 
the services of Moore's Trucking Service than it would have been 
to have used the facilities of the Canadien Pacific Railwy. The 
Canadian Pacific Railway does not provide any trucking facilities 
between Winnipeg end Kenora. It would have been 
Cartage Companies to have picked up all supplies 
same to Railway Freight Office in Winnipeg end this service is not 
rendered free of charge by any moans. At Kenora the Roman Catholic 
Indien School ie situated over two miles from the Town of Kenora and 
approximately two and a half miles from the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Depot. Accordingly, it would have been necessary to hire a Cartage 
Company to transport all these materiele from the Freight Sheds to 
the Indian School and these charges alone would have been spproxim- 
ately the emount of the freight charge. Furthermore, in this 
particuler instance, rapidity of delivery wes of major importance. 


I would also point out thet the rate charged by 
Moore's Service was from point of pick up to the Indien School and 
that the same mte by railroad only applies from freight shed in 
Winnipeg to freight shed in Kenora.

In connection with the recent construction 
of the water supply inteke pipe at the Roman Catholic 
Indian School at Kenora, I enclose herewith a blue-print

As you will observe from the details of the 
drawing, the intake extended out into the Lake of the Woods 
for a distance of about 750 feet from the pump house, the 
intake consists of 4" Universal Cast Iron Pipe and the 
intake follows as closely as possible the contour of the 
lake bottom, In order to overcome failures of other pipe

lines that were installed, precautions were teken at this 
time to support the pipe at sections where the bottom was 
shelving or very uneven, At the shore end of the intake 
it was also necessary to provide protection from freezing

The premises were found in very good order and well 
kept,the fire extinguishers were found in want of recharging and 
the new ones were also in need of charging,the firehose on the water 
standardsere useless and four reels need new hose,the hose rack in 
the baesment should also have a fifty foot length on of rubber lined 
treated hose. The dormitories should be furnished with a new fire 
alarm and in case the pupils were outside at their games or at work 
the large bell on the roof could be arranged with a special striker 
thet would give an alarm for such an emergency. 

Fire drills should be held reguliary and from both 
the dormitories and the school rooms at different intervals. 


One employee should be put in charge of all the 
fire protection apparatus including the looking after the exits 
and condition of the fire escapes to keep them free from snow or 
ice during the Winter months and free from obstructions at all 
times.eThe night watchmans clock routine should so be arre nged 
that all doors leading to exits could be kept unlocked during 
the night hours,if one or two pupils act unruly in this respect 
they could be penalized instead of having to keep the doors 
locked endangering the lives of the whole of the pupils in case 
of an emergency or a fire.

Last Saturday night I received a wire f 
" Boyst dormitories 


dormitory doore unlocked at night ", We replied , 
locked,girls' dormitories unlocked". 

Now I presume from your haste in a wire that you must be up 
against some difficulty. I have visited a good many Indian Residential 
echoole and othere in the course of my work and in some of the very best 
schoole I notice that they lock both girls' and boys* dormitories at 
night. In some schoole I have even noticed padlocks on the doore as the 
principals of these schoole said these boys were experts at picking 
locks. We got into difficulty here some years ago when the Boys' Master 
left a dormitory door unlocked because he had a boy who needed constant 
attention. While he was snatching @ few hours sleep three boys slipped 
down stairs and started a fire in the wood room and were heard returning 
to the dormitory by one of the men of the etaff. He went down stairs to 
find out who had gone down, and found one of the boys still in the 
wood room adding coal oil to the flames. 

Whatever your difficulties may be I certainly would not leave boys 
dormitories unlocked under any consideration. But we do leave the key 
turned in the door from the hall side so that eny member of the staff 
can open them. We have not found it necessery to lock the girle in, 
although, they know thet the same thing would happen to them if they 


disobeyed rules. 


Ae for having some member of the staff sleeping in the dormitory 
I cannot agree with it. It is trying enough to work with these children 
in the daytime without having to eleep in the same dormitory end 
continually getting the Indian odor from them. As for the trusted boy 
or girl who could have their bed close to the door I have never seen 
one who hasn't been sound asleep and you could have moved the whole 
dormitory out befor they could have wakened up. I know this from 
years of experience and befor my illness I walked through this build- 
ing every night and walked past every child's bed to see if they were 
properly covered, sometime about midnight. 


If vow sre confronted with some difficulty do not hesitate to 
write and I will give you the benefit of my knowledge and experience 
not only as Missionary and Principal but as eight years Police 
Magistrate with the Mounted Police. 


The best policy I know of to follow is good common sense.

The system we use is to lock the doors with padlocks, that 
can be removed ajmost as readily as turning the knob of the door. 
We arranged it this way, in the event of fire, so that we gould feel 
we were using a system that would not, in any wey, endanger our 
pupils.

In reply to your letter, I wish to make the following 
observations. 


In the first place, I feel that there must be some mis- 
understanding as to which of the doors of the school are to be 
locked and which are unlockede It has always been the practice 
in our School to see that all doors,leading to the fire @scapes, 
are unlocked during the night but the dormitory doors have been 
locked. I notice, in your letter, that you state that the pro- 
cedure followed,at other Indian Residential Schools, is to have 
the dormitory doors unlocked. I have communicated with six dif- 
ferent Indian Residential Schools and inquired regarding their 


procedure, and they all inform me that they lock their dormitory 
doors at night. 


In addition to this, I have visited some othef Indian 
Re@idential Schools, and they, too, locked their dormitory doors. 
In fact I do wot kmow of any Indian Residential School that does 
not lock the deamitory doors during the night. 


I would very much appreciate having the addresses of some 
of the Schools, which leave their dormitories unlocked, as I would 
like to communicate with them, with a view to obtaining their 
methods of keeping the boys and girls under control. I cannot 
devise any plan that I feel woul@ work satisfactorily with unlocked 
doors, and I think that it would be asking something very unfair, 
to a member of the staff, who was trying to obtain a night's rest, 
to be responsible for the boys and girls in dormitories with un- 
locked doors. She would not: 1only have to be responsible for those 
in the dormitories, but she would also need to be on guard against 
young men, who visit these Indian Schools, and watch for some op= 
portunity of obtaining entrance to the girls' quarters. This

I wrote @ letter to each Principal asking them to as 
far a8 possible carry out the Departmental instructions, and 
enclose replies from the Principal of the “enora R. C. and 
Cecilia Jeffrey Schools, 

The letter from the Principal of the Kenora R.C. School 
is pretty hard to understand, but from what I can gather he puts 
hooks on the doors that could be gushed out in case of emergency. 

As regards the Cecilia “effrey Shhool the Principal 
apparently get in touch with other schools and asked what they 
did. I enclose his letter to me and also copy of a letter sent 
to him by the Principal of the Sioux Lookout School. 

If hooks were put on the dormitory doors, that could 
be pushed open by the pupils in case of emergency, I think this 
would answer the purpose, so the pupils could escape should there 
be a fire, without danger. 

Mr Byers was very positive that no schools left the 
dormitory doors unlocked at nights and wanted me to tell him 
the names of any that did, I informed him all I knew was what 
the Department informed me, and also that the Sioux Lookout 
School did not lock the girls in, he said he could not trust 
the girls any more than the boys, but I said if he punished 
them severely for leaving the dormitories at night without 
permission he would soon stop the trouble@ but he said this 
was impossible. 

Shall I give the schools definate instructions to 
carry out orders or what action should I take.

$41.50 on their books in favour of the Department. 

Cheque No.183598 which he mentions was in payment of an 
account of $41.33 for material and labour supplied on 
January 14, 1938, putting in floor and building cupboard. 
We do not appear to have made any payment of $41.30 to 
Messrs.Lindstrom and Nilson. Possibly the Principal of the 
school may have paid the account the second time. 


Cheque No.60455 was in payment of an account of 
$101.57 for building material supplied during November and 
Decémber, 1957, and has no bearing on the question. 


I should be pleased if you would have this matter 


investigated and let me have your finding so that we may 
further advise Indian Agent Mr.Edwards.

Provisions should be made to have auxialiary 


lights kept ready in this building in case the power went out 
on the electric lines leading to this building,the pupils 

would not only have a difficult time to get out in the dark if 
the lights were out but there might occur @ panic which would 


cause probable loss of lives.

After the recent fire at the St Mary,s Indian 
residential school the Father in charge has aske@™to help him 
out in figuring out how much hose and the amount tt would take 
to reach the largest buildings on the premises from the 
pumphouse on the water front,this will take at least five 
hundred feet (500) of one and a half inch hose and this size 
of hose can be procured from seventeen cents per foot for the 


linen unlined forestry type of hose,to the cotton rubber lined 
hose which costs somewhere around eighty cents per foot,the 
latter kind is of course the best hose for fire purposes and 
if looked after will last around ten years or so,while the other 
line will last only for a certain period as the Starch in it 
gradually wears off and then the hose has no body to it,it 
therefore ig practically useless for fire purposes. 

After making a special inspection of the premises 
I certainly would recommend that gdod hose be purchased and be 
placed in a convenient place fori immediate use and I believe 
that along with a good fire drill and proper instructions along 
fire fighting activities among the older Boys and the male help 
around the school very efficient work could be accomplished in 
case of fire. Several extinguishers require refilling and this 
Should be done at once as they were used on the fir just letely.

Separate staff houses have their advantages but they 
also have their drawbacks, particularly in the matter 
of heating and general upkeep. We find that in Western 
Canada, where the weather is extreme, the heating of 
the staff houses is a serious problem. If attached 
to the school the premises could be heated from the same 
boiler with a consequent material saving in fuel cost.

We have asked our own engineer to suggest 
the best method of providing quarters for our employees 
and as soon as I have received his report I shall com-

and I would suggest the Dominion Water Power and Reclamation 
Bureau at Winnipeg be comuunicated with at once andan 
Imgineer be sent here ut—enee to do what is necessary, as 
the outlet is not very far from where the Town gets their 
water supply. 

You will no doubt remember we had trouble with this 
bed some years ago, and considerable expense was incurred in 
making it better. 

The school was originally built for only 25 pupils 
and with the new buildings now authorized by Ottawa, things 
are going to be worse,unless something is done to take care 
of the sewage disposal,as was pointed out in my letter to 
you &@ few days ago.

Extract from Doctor Ferguson's report for the month 
of November: 


There was an epidemic of dysentry at the R.C. 
Indian Residential School due, I think, to the drinking 
water. There were 50 cases all told, some of these had 
haemorrhage from the bowels as well as dysentry. The 
septic tank and filter bed are not functioning properly. 
There is a break somewhere between the syphoning chamber 
and the filter bed so that the sewage does not go through 
the filter bed, but runs direct into the lake. It has 
cut a small channel between the filter bed and the edge 
of the lake. The intake pipe for the water supply is 125 
yards off shore. I am of the opinion that some of the 
raw sewage finds its way into the pipe line, polluting 
the water, and is pumped up to the school. I have taken 
the precautions to have the water supply chlorinated, which 
is being done at present, but think that the septic tank 
and filter bed should be examined by a sanitary engineer. 
I may state that this raw sewage is being discharged into 
the lake one third of a mile above the intake pipes of the 
water supply of the town of Kenora, so that there is some 
danger of polluting Kenora's water supply. 
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In reference to the remarks re the Kenora R.C. 
Indian Residential School: 


I have been to the school today with the Doctor and 
Doctor Moseley of the Ontario Department of Health and the 
Provincial Sanitary Inspector. They inspected the sewage 
disposal and I informed them what Mr. Rose the Engineer had 
said in reference to the sewage liquid coming out of the bed. 
No doubt you have now received Mr. Rose's report.

They seemed satisfied but have asked the Doctor and 
Sanitary Inspector to take some more samples of the water 
and send them to Fort William to be analized, which will be 
done. 


The septic tank and filter bed are apparently working 
satisfactorily now, but we dont know if this will continue. 


When we arrived at the school they were having some 
trouble and pumping out the tank as it was stopped up and 
getting a large quantity from the laundry, being washday. 
However this will be attended to, apparently some paper or 
other material had got in the pipes.

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The disposal tile were dug up at a couple of 
plaees and it was found that about 1/2 inch of slime was 
collected in the bottom. The exeavation holes were left 
Open an hour or more and there seemed te be no change in 
water level which stayed at «bout half wey up on the tiles. 
Possibly laundry water made this occasion one of the worst. 
However, since this bed has been in operation about eight 
years, it is believed all the tile should be lifted, 
trenched a foot below tile level and this lower section of 
the trench should be refilled with broken stone or coserse 
gravel. It is estimated that this would cost $250.00 were 
it done in the summer time when the school's sewage system 
could be shut down. 


The settling tanks and siphon seemed to be funo- 
tioning properly and hed been cleaned during the pest spring. 
As 18 inches of floating sludge had collected in the septic 
or upper settling chamber in less than six months, the Prin- 
Cipel was advised thet this tank should be cleaned out imme- 
diately and subsequently twice a year, as long as this ex- 
Gessive accumilation was obteined. It wes found that the 
soreen in the manhole above the septic tenk had disappeared 
and the Principal was advised that this should be replaced. 
If this sereen was cleaned regularly, the top scum accumula- 
tion in the septic tank would most likely be much reduced. 


The present sewage disposal system was remodelled 


about eight years ao to provide for 4 total school populetion 
of 85 which has since been increased to about 100 and a fur- 
ther increase to 120 is contemplated. A new south wing of 
three-storeys has been added to the Institution this year. It 
may be then more disposal area will be required and the nearest 
area is about 350 feet to the northwest. This area would be 
of ample size but pumping may be required as none of it is 
lower than the bed at present in use. However, it may be 
found that the school drainage can be separated for its 
easier use. Laundry and kitchen water might well be hendled 
by this separate system, including e tenk which could be lo- 
cated high enough t© use the new disposal area mentioned.

On December 4th an inspection was made at the 
Kenora School to find out particulars of overflow from the 
sewage disposal field. Along the lakeside of the disposal 
bed, leakage liquids were trickling down through rip rap and 
coming out on the flat sloping rock ledge 20 feet from the 
water’s edge and extended 20 feet across the length of the 
bed. This leakage amounted to about one gallon per minute. 


It was learned this flow ceased at times but was 
most noticeable on a day such as a Mondey when laundry work 
was going on. There was partial absorption by the bed. 


The break had been caused several years ago when 
surface dreinage, following an unusual storm, had washed out 
@ triangular section about 25 feet along the front of the 
bed. This was cut in about six feet back from the front and 
was deep enough to wash out two 25-foot lengths of tile. The 
break hed been filled in ~ mostly with rocks dumped in the 


gap. 


To complete the inspection, sufficient stone was 
removed to get at the tile and plug sacks into the two lines 
running from the centre feeder. This seemed to stop all the 
overflow previously seen. As it was comparatively mild and 
the ground had not frozen deeply, e School employee under- 
took to try to obtein clay to fill in enough to temporarily 
prevent further vent of liquids at the old break. This re- 
pair work was done in the afternoon and the following morning 
another visit was made to determine whether leakage had ap- 
peared anywhere e but none could be found. As the bed hed 
really been partially short circuited until the open tile 
were stopped up, it was requested that a report be made of 
any further occurrence of leakage or seepage from the bed. 


It is estimated that it would cost about $25.00 
to repair the break and put back into operation the outer 
two lines of 4" tile in the north end of the bed. They con- 
stitute l-llth of the total effective footage of the disposal 
tile. The estimate is contingent upon the work being done 
during the summer months. Proper consolidation, particularly 
in the outer bank, could not be readily assured under winter 
conditions. 


As the second paragraph of your letter referring to 
this sewage plant requested an estimate of any improvements 
Considered necessary, the system was looked into generally.

Referring to your memorandum of the 25th ultimo 
with attached copy of a menorendum which you had received 
from the Direstor of Indian Affaire regarding the above, a 
report has now been received from Mr. Gow following en ex- 
amination made et the school by Mr. Rose. A copy of the 
latter's report is attached, 


In his covering letter Mr. Gow comments thet the 
condition new brought to the attention of the Department 
by Captain Edwards, Indian Agent, has existed at this 
school for at least the past four years but is now much 
more evident on account of the prevailing low elevation 
of the water of Lake of the Woods. 


It will be noted that Mr. Rose estimates it will 
Sost about $25.00 as an emergency repair to build up the 
bed where leakage is oscurring, but Mr. Gow is doubtful 
whether or not direct overflow from the bed to the Lake 
can be completely Stopped. It is noted that according to 
information gathered by Mr. Rose that apparently the school 
population has been increased over and above that provided 
for originally in the Sewage disposal system and that 
there is still @ further inorease contemplated. It does 
not, therefore, appear that any more funds than absolutely 
necessary should be spent on this system until full future 
requirements are known, and then suitable provision made 
for same. 


It appears that there is provision in the school 
for an unlimited use of water and, therefore, with an in- 
erease in attendance et the school, it is altogether prob- 
able that a suitably enlarged sewage disposal system will 
be necessary. It @ppeers that the site of the present bed 
would not provide sufficient additionel space and aecord- 
ing to Mr. Rose the nearest available area is 350 feet 
distanee. While this new area would be of ample size 
pumping would probably be required as none of the area 
is lower than the bed at present in use. Under the cir- 
cumstances, two recommendations are made - first, thet 
emergency temporary repairs to the extent of $25.00 might 
be made at once, but es this would only remedy a condi- 
tion that has existed for some time, there would not ap- 
pear to be any necessity for undertaking any such manner 
of repair work until after the frost has left the ground 
next year. Secondly, we would concur in Mr. Gow's sug- 
gestion that the Indien Affaire Branch might inolude in 
their estimates for the coming year an item of $500.00

That the nearest available area which will provide 
sufficient additional space is 350 feet distant and 
Mr. Gow suggests that $500 should be provided to 
modernize the existing disposal bed and to provide 
for additional disposal area.

The following is a synopsis of my work among 
the Indians in the Kenora and Savanne agency for the month 


of November 1939.

There was an epidemic of Dysentry at the R.C. 
Indian Residential school due, I think, to the drinking 
water. There were 50 cases all told. Some of these had 
Haemorrhage from the bowels as well as Dysentry. The 


Septic tank and Filter bed are not functioning properly. 
There is a break somewhere between the syphoning chamber 
and the filter bed so that the sewage does not go through 
the filter bed, but runs direct into the lake. It has cut 
a small channel between the filter bed and the edge of the 
lake. The intake pipe for the water supply is 125 yards 


off shore. I am of the opinion that some of the raw 
sewage finds its way into the pipe line, polluting 

the water, and is pumped up to the school. I have taken 
the precautions to have the water supply chlorinated, which 
is being done at pres nt, but think that the Septic 

tank and filter bed should be examined by a Sanitary 
Engineer. I may state that this raw sewage is being 
discharged into the lake one-third of a mile above the 
intake pipes of the water supply of the Town of Kenora, 

so that there is some danger of polluting Kenora's 


water supply.

In reference to the remarks re the Kenora R.C. 
Indian Residential school. 


I have been to the school today with the doctor 
and Doctor Moseley of the Ontario Department of Health and 
the Provincial Sanitary Inspector. They inspected the 
Sewage disposal and I informed them what Mr. Rose the 
Engineer had said in reference to the sewage liquid coming 
out of the bed. No doubt you have now received Mr. Rose's 
report. 


They seemed satisfied but have asked the doctor and 
Sanitary Inspector to take some more samples of the water 
and send them to Fort William to be analized , which 
will be done. 


The seeptic tank and filter bed are apparently 
working satisfactorily now, but we don't know if this will 
continue. 


When we arrived at the school, they were having 
some trouble and pumping out the tank as it was stopped up 
and getting a large quantity from the laundry, being 
washday. However this will be attended to, apparently some 
paper or other material had got in the pipes.

Moore, the Ontario 
District Sanitary M@ttemexeft Inspector for this District, 
and asked me to go out to the school @ath them, unfortunately 
4 was very busy at the time and said 1 could not get away just 
then, but 1 sent MrMeikle, my clerk with them 


On their return they reported that the leaks wer@ 
bad,and that sewage had been running down the bank and onto 
the ice, travelling about 150 feet from the shore, whéch will 
cause a serious situation to the Town in the spring, if 
nothing is done. 


The Doctor and Inspector suggest that outside toilets 
be built for the boys , about a five or six holer, and that

The folloving is a synopsis of my work among the Indians 
in the Kenora & Savanne Agencies for the month of January, 1940. 

There "ere nine Indians admitted to the hospital during 
the month and their complaints are as follows; 

One Scrofula and T.B. Abscess in the Lumbar region, one 
Hydroceyle of the Testicle, one Sceptic Malignant sore throat, 
one Dysentry with Haemorrhage and Malnutrition, one confinement 


and new born baby, one acute Intestinal Indigestion with vomit- 
ting, one Chronic Rheumatism and Valvular heart disease, one 

Senility and arterio-sclerosis; the latter died and the others 
vere dismissed from the hospital, some improved and some cured. 

I made a trip to the Whitefish Bay Band of Indians and 
visited practically all the homes on the Reserve. The complaints 
found were numerous and various; Pulmonary Tuberculosis, Dysentry 
with acute Intestinal Indigestion, Influenza with fever, headache 
gore throats and cough, several cases of Scrofula, one case of 
Ovarian trouble and one case of Valvular heart disease. I pres- 
cribed for their different ailments and forw.rded medicine on my 
return to Lenora. 

There were the usual number of office calls, the chief 
complaints were Influenza, Bronchitis, sore throats and Pleurisy. 

I also extracted teeth for a number of Indians in my office and 
ir ed some minor wounds. 

I visited the R. C. Indian Residential School and extracted 
30 teeth ~hich vere in various degrees of decay. I visited the 
Cecilia Jeffrey Indian iiesidential 3chool several times vhere 

had geveral cases of Septic sore throats and Influenze. 

I made «4 visit to the 2. C. India tesidential School to 
investigate some cases of Dysentry and the condition of the Septic 
Tank which I feel is responsible for the cases of Dysentry we had 
in this school during the late fall and early winter.

I have for attention your telegram of February 25rd 
and also your letter of the seme date enclosing correspondence 
relating to the ReC. Indian School near Kenora, Onterio. 


Under date of December 19th last we forwarded to 
you a report on the situation at the R.C. Indian School near 
Kenora, following an examination by Mre JeT. Rose of this of- 
ficee It is not considered necessary that any further in- 
spection be made at this time as conditions at the school 
were fully covered by Mr. Rose in his memorandum of that date. 


Referring to Dr. AeD.e Ferguson's letter of February 
12th, I believe he is misinformed in stating that the dispos- 
al field is out of order due to breakage or misplacement of 
the main tile line leading from the syphon chamber of the 
septic tank and that raw sewage takes a direct line to the 
lake shore and then on to the ice. He is also incorrect in 
stating that the greatest bacterial action takes place in 
the disposal bed - the bacterial action takes place in the 
septic tank. The discharge line from tank to disposal bed 
is intact and raw sewage is not discharged to the lake. 


The trouble at this school is that all water used 
at the Institution passes through the septic tank. It is 
now overloaded as is also the disposal bed so that some dis- 
charge passes to the lake and on wash-days undoubtedly there 
is a considerable flow from the disposal bed due to its pare 
tial failure. Frequent cleaning out of the septic tank is 
necessary to prevent the filling up of the same by solids 
and if this cleaning out has been carried out properly from 
time to time there should be no passage of solids from the 
tank. Cleaning of the tank is not pleasant and consequent- 
ly is very seldom carried out. 


The water intake was laid three years ago by this 
Bureau and extends about 600 feet out from the present shore 
line. It was properly laid out to clear water. The water 
of Lake of the Woods is badly polluted from Fort Frances ani 
International Falls where no treatment of the sewage is car- 
ried out. Under winter conditions this pollution is carried 
into Lake of the Woods and any outbreak of typhoid fever 
that may occur at Kenore can quite properly be blamed on 
this pollution rather than on the very limited pollution 
that takes place from the Indian School. However, the sit-

We have reviewed this matter and it appears 
the only remedial action that can be taken at the present 
time is to close down the septic tank and immediately erect, 
as an emergency, the required number of outside toilets. 


At the same time, the septic tank should be 
properly cleaned out and repaired. This tank is overloaded 
and the frequent cleaning out necessary,as a result, is not 
done often enough, 


Mr. Gow's report of February 26th, attached 
herewith, gives details of the conditions, and the last two 
paragraphs indicate what should be done at the present time. 


If you will kindly advise me what funds will

In reference to your memorandum of the 
6th instant, with enclosure, regarding this matter it 
is understood here from Mr. Gow's report dated February 
26th last, that although the disposal system is inade- 
quate to handle the total flow at all t es, it is only 
oceasionally, such as on wash days, that trouble would 
ensue, if the septic tank were cleaned out frequently. 
Acoording to the Agent's letter the tank is cleaned out 
only twice a year and the wash water is now diverted be- 
fore reaching the septic tank which is contrary to in- 
structions issued by the Ontario Department of Health. 


Regarding the fifth paragraph of the letter 
from Indian Agent Edwards, a careful perusal of Mr. Gow's 
report would show that although he did state there was 
no nesessity for closing down the septic tank (if 1t were 
leaned out frequently) and that sueh action would necessi- 
tate closing the school, in the preceding paragraph he 
suggested the erection of outside toilets which would en- 
able the school to operate even with the septic tank 
elosed down. 


It would appear that the recommendations made 
by our engineer have not been followed in thet {s) the 
septie tank is not cleaned out frequently, (b) the out- 
side toilets have not been ereeted and (c} the wash water 
is not being passed through the septic tank.

In further reference to our memorandum of 
the 10th instant, Mr. Gow has reported under date of the 
15th instant, that he visited the school on the 8th and 
9th instant and was informed that the outside toilets had 
not been built as the Principal of the school had obtained 
approval from the Medical Health Officer to discharge laundry 
and kitchen waste into the lake without passing them through 
the septic tank. This can be considered only as a temporary 
expedient as the discharge is along a slight depression and 
creates an unsightly nuisance in front of the school. He is 
going to interview the District Sanitary Engineer and try to 
obtain authority to divert all laundry and kitchen waste 
permanently to the lake through a proper drain. The estimated 
cost of this drain is $660.00 and alterations to the plumbing 
in the building will cost an additional $100.00. The total 
cost of this and re-conditioning the disposal bed will be 
$1,000.00 instead of the $525.00 which has been provided.

Mr. Gow is being asked if, with the proposed 
diversion of laundry and kitchen waste, the present disposal 
bed will be adequate when the new wing, now under construction, 
is completed,

INSTRUCTIONS RE RENDERING OF ACCOUNTS FOR TRAVELLING EXPENSES

1. Coples of Account—The number of copies will vary with departments but the original and one copy are 
required by the Representative of the Treasury. 


2. The Travel Regulations provide that an officer— 
(a) Who travels occasionally must render an account and refund any, unused balance of advance 
within ten days after his return 


(6) Who holds standing advance must render a monthly account within ten days of the end of the 
month 


3. All accounts must show, in detail, the actual expenditure incurred and must be reasonable in view of all the 
attending circumstances. Expenditure designated “ sundry” or “ petty expenses” cannot be allowed. 


4. Receipte— 


(a) Receipts must be submitted to cover all items in an account, except those for railway, steamship 
or bus fares, meals, telegrams, telephone calls, local taxis and tips. 


(6) Receipts should be on the bill head of the payee or written by the payee, numbered consecutively 
in the order charged on the account and the numbers entered in the “Voucher Number” 
column. 


5. Meale—Hotels 


(a) If European plan, the charges for meals shall be entered in the “Meals” column, with the price 
of each meal entered on one line in the “ Details” column, eg., B—L.—D. 


(b) If American plan, the whole bill shall be included in the “ Hotel or Lodging.” column. 


6. Transportation— 
(a) The column “Transportation, berths, etc.” shall include railway, steamship and motor bus fares. 


(6) When the travel is by railway, steamship or motor t the time of departure and arrival to and 
from each 5 visited is to be shown on the account 


(c) Unless specifically authorized, charges cannot be allowed in excess of 


I, First class transportation, when travelling on railway, and the equivalent, when travelling by 
water 


Il. In all cases, where practicable, travel is to be by the shortest direct route, return tickets shall 
be purchased and advantage taken of reduced fares, special rates or limited tickets. 


III. Lower standard berth, when travelling by railway sleeping car, and the equivalent, when accom- 
modation is on shipboard 


(d) When secured on department requilsitiog, the serial number of the requisition is to be entered 
on the expense account. 


7. Taxis, Liveries and Auto Hire— 


(a) Points between which they are used must be stated. When two or more officials are in elling 
together, separate charges cannot be allowed, unless the necessity for the employment of separate 
vehicles ‘is stated 


(6) Mileage charges for a privately-owned automobile can only be allowed when the use of such car 
on government business has been authorised previously by the deputy head in accordance with the 
regulations. 

8. Gratulties— 

(a) Gratuities for meals shall be included in the charges for meals, 

(b) All other gratuities shall be entered in the “Other Expenses” column and details given indicating 
to whom paid, eg., porter, bell boy, ete 


9. Telegrams and Telophones—Charges for telegrams and long distance telephone calla should be supported 
by stating the name and address of persons telegraphed or telephoned 


10. Claims for loss of personal effects or for medical and hospital treatment cannot be included in any expense 


account. Such claims must be submitted through the department to Treasury Board for approval 
before payment. 


11, Expenses connected with stop-overs at resorts and other places, while not on duty, cannot be allowed,

If the Department could accede to the wishes 
of the Principal and agree to complete the building, 
a great deal would be accomplished towards removing 
from the minds of our Catholic Indians, and from those 
of local friends of the R.C. Indian Residential School 
at Kenora, the impression that, in comparison with the 
Cecilia Jeffrey School, the former seems to have been 
treated pretty much in the manner of a stepchild.

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Back in 1928, when it was decided to change the 
sight of the Cecilia Jeffrey School, a beautiful farm 
was bought as a new sight at a cost of $12,000. In the 
following two years at least $170,000 was spent on the 
construction of the new School. Moreover about $5,500 
were allowed for the purchase of farm implements and 
livestock. Besides the Kenora R.C. School only received 
$160.00 per year per pupil, whilst $165.00 was being paid 
to the Cecilia Jeffrey. This discrepancy in the grant 
lasted until the attention of the Department was called 
to it. You also know, no doubt, that the pupilage of 
the Cecilia Jeffrey is 150, but that of the Kenora R.C. 
School is only 95.

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It must be remembered that both the Cecilia 
Jeffrey and the Kenora R.C. School cater to the same 
group of Indians, most of whom are of aboriginal belief, 
and I still can't figure out why the Department adopted 
the policy of erecting such a large School for the 
Cecilia Jeffrey group and refused to enlarge or rebuild 
the Kenora R.C. School.

All this is brought to your attention not in 
a spirit of recrimination, because after all you had 
nothing to do with the condition which now prevails in 
that district, but it will supply you with arguments to 
use when this matter is again brought to the attention 
of either the Minister or his Executive Secretary. You 
could spend a large amount of money on the Kenora R.C. 
School and it would still be in an inferior position to 
the Cecilia Jeffrey. The policy of the Department has 
always been to treat both the Catholic and non-Catholic 
elements with equal fairness and the present may be an 
opportune occasion to remedy a condition which is apt to 
leave doubts in the minds of some regarding this determination 
of the Department to treat all denominations on an 
equal basis.

I have yours of the 20th instant regarding 
the Kenora R. C. Residential School. Whilst it is true 
that the Government has already expended a fairly large 
amount towards the building of a fireproof wing to the 
above School, the fact must not be lost sight of that 
the Oblate Fathers themselves have contributed a fairly 
substantial amount in the form of labour. Under present 
conditions it would seem almost unfair to ask them to 
complete the building at their own expense. 
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This new addition, as it now stands, is larger 
than was originally planned; on the other hand, it will 
provide fireproof dormitories for all the children of 
the School. This improvement could not have been secured 
if the original plan had been strictly followed, and is 
an aspect of the problem in which the Department cannot but 
be very much interested, as the danger from fire to the 
lives of our Indian children must be eliminated wherever 
possible,

Bearing these facts in mind, we still believe 
that the Department should not refuse to appropriate at 
least part of the funds necessary to complete the building. 
As it now stands, neither the walls nor the ceilings are 
plastered, and whilst you have asked the School Principal 
te use both the first and second stories for dormitory 
purposes, and he is willing to comply with your wishes, you 
will admit with me that dormitories with such bare walls and 
ceilings are not very inviting.

I beg to acknowledge your recent letter regarding dormitory 
accommodation of the Kenora R. C. Indian Residential School. Very 
Reverend Father M, Lavigne, 0. M. I., the new Provincial of the 
Manitoba Oblate Province has expressed to me his great willingness 
to cooperate with your Department in this matter. 
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He paid the Kenora school a special visit last week and 
reported to me that not only is he himself anxious to cooperate but 
that Reverend Father Lemire was very willing to do everything he 
could in this connection, WNothing of course, can be done before the 
children leave for their holidays and if your Mr. Doucet visits the 
school before the summer holidays he will of course, find conditions 
as they are at the present time, i.e. the chapel is on the gound 
floor of the new fire-proof wing. Ina former letter regarding this 
matter I suggested that it would be advisable for the Department to 
send an architect to the Kenora school to advise the Principal re- 
garding the location of the chapel. The quarters formerly utilized 
for this purpose are not now sufficiently spacious because in 
adapting the new wing to the old school part of the chapel had to be 
taken. Formerly the old chapel was so small that only part of the 
chitdren could assist at Mass or other religious services at one time. 
It is essential that the new chapel be made spacious enough for all 
the children to attend these services together. This will mean 
knocking down a few walls and this is where the advice of a competent 
architect would be most welcome. This suggestion is put forward not 
with the idea of thwarting the desires of the Department in this 
matter but simply to be helpful.

A few days ago Father Comeau of the St, 
Mary's Indian Residential School at Kenora called to see 
the Minister but as he was busy Father Comeau discussed 
and left with me a number of accounts for material and 
labour which he said were incurred to enable the transfer 
of the sleeping quarters from the old part of the building 
to the new part that was recently constructed. The total 
amount of the accounts which are enclosed is $2478.69. 


Your attention is again drawn to my 
memorandum of the 14th February, 1942. Idid not hold out 
any hope to Father Comeau that the Minister would approve 
of the Department assuming any part of these recent 
expenditures but I told him that I would have the matter 
inquired into, If payment is refused now no doubt the 
matter will be brought to the Minister's attention, It 
is suggested, therefore, that you should forward the 
accounts to Inspector Hamilton and ask him to visit the 
school and ascertain definitely what they were incurred 
for. It might be well to forward to him a copy of my 
memorandum of the 14th February, 1942, in order that he 
will have some idea of the previous expenditures made by 
the church, to which the Department has contributed, He 
should also inquire as to what expenditures were made by 
the church itself which they are not asking the Department 
to pay. Father Comeau said that he would not be return- 
ing to Kenora before the 25th of March and it would not be 
advisable therefore to have Inspector Hamilton visit the 
school before this date. 


Father Comeau raised two other questions. 
The first was the purchase of a secondhand oven. I believe 
the purchase has already been completed and the oven 
installed. He requested that the Department should assist 
the church in purchasing it. 
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The other question he raised was the 
possibility of increasing the pupilage. He stated 
that the school is now being paid a per capita grant 
for 75 pupils whereas there were 112 in the school. 

I told him quite definitely that there was very little 
prospect of any increase being allowed during the war,

With further reference to my report dated today, 
March 27th, on the St, Mary's Roman Catholic School, Kenora, 
your file 129-l+5, I think it only fair to outline certain 
other work and expense incurred by the school but which has 
no bearing on the accounts at present under consideration. 


1. All basement windows are being screened; frames bolted 
together and covered with mink wire; each frame costing 
approximately $4.00. 


A special bathroom has been constructed to he used by 
all. it is called a heat bath, and the idea is to 
heat the room, causing one to perspire. This remover 
dust and cleans the pores; then cold water is used as 
@ shower. 


Two large outdoor swings were built last fall. Each 
garden swing seats ahout six pupils. They are well 
made and strongly bolted together. Probably cost 
$60.00 each = totalling $120.00. 


The Principal has purchased four good cows and three 
heifers; three hundred chickens; and two horses, at 
a total cost of almost $1,000.00. He is trying to 
provide milk, butter and eggs enough for the schoo 
and some to sell. The team of horses were made 
necessary because he had to haul the school wood a 
distance of sixteen miles. 


There is constant repair work and the carpenter, in 
addition to special jobs, attends to the general 
upkeep of the building and equipment, 


Father Comeau showed me a bake oven which he intends 
to install ehortly. ‘he present oven is too small, making it 
necessary to bake every day. The room now used as a hakery is 
part of the hall way. It is small, dark and when the oven is 
on the heat is almost unbearable. The Principal states he is 
building an addition to the kitchen which will be used for the 
bakery and it will also house the electric refrigerator. The 
refrigerator at present is in the upper part of the furnace 
room and the motor is running almost continuously. I under- 
etand even though no authority is granted for expense in 
Connection with this work, that Father Comeau considers it 
absolutely essential and intends to proceed. 
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He also wants the new wing plastered. At present 
the rough tile and bricks present a very dismal appearance. 
The walls are rough and ideal for collecting all dust. The 
steel construction work holding the floors is open with not 
even the metal lath on. This, too, ie a wonderful place for dust 
and almost impossible to clean. This wing is a very valuable 
addition to the school and if possible it should he comple ted. 
The doors leading from the ‘old building into the new wing are 
ordinary wooden doors. Three fireproof doors should be 
Provided. These, in gase of fire, would prevent smoke and 
flames reaching the stairway down which the children must pass 
to escape. If authorized, I can secure prices for these doors. 


This school is well operated. ‘The children have 
good clothes, are well fed and appear Very happy. I understand 
there are 110 enrolled, although a grant is paid for only 75. 
This excess number of 35 pupils makes a further heavy drain on 
the Principal's finances. He explains there is no other 
schooling accommodation provided for the children and he feels 
they are entitled to an education. 


I trust this further information will help to 
provide some light to the financial problems of this school.

As instructed in your letter, I visited the 
St. Mary's Roman Catholic Indian Residential School and would 
report as followa. 


I went through the list of materials with Father 
Comeau and am convinced the same were largely used either in 
the new fireproof wing or in the reemodelling of the old 
builéing. I find one exception in that some of the lumber was 
used to complete the chicken-house. This two-storey building 
is 16' x 42° with capacity for about four or five hundred hens. 
I em aware that the Department purchased some material; but 
unfortunately the quantity requested was underestimated. 


{he school's donation to this program of work 
consisted largely in the giving of labor. Father Comeau claims 
the plumbing labor was donated. He claims thie work, if 
contracted for, would have cost at least $500.00 or $600.00. 
All the wash basins were transferred from the 014 building, and 
the broken ones renewed; toilets were installed both for the 
children and supervisors, and this all joined up to the main 
outlet. I am not a plumber; but I am convinced the work is 
well done and I am also convinced that it entailed many days of 
lahore 


Father Comeau has a carpenter on the staff and this 
man, along with some of the big boys, aid most of the painting 
after the chapel was re-modelled. Contract labor for this work, 
it is estimted, would have cost at least $350.00. The school 
carpenter also assisted odd days throughout the entire recon- 
struction period; but no record was kept of the labore 


The carpentering work consisted of the building of 
a supervisor's room in one dormitory, together with cupboard 
space for clothing. In all, three large rows of storage space 
were provided, with doors and lockers. : 


The.old classrooms were re-modelled and are now the 
chapel. This work meant taking out partition@, removing the old 
chimney, putting in heavy beam supports for the upstairs floor, 
and re-flooring place@ previously used as toilets; and in som 
cases re-plastering walle or renewing them with wallboard. A 
new wall was required along the sewing-room, and certain altera- 
bgt ben made to the room used by Father Comeau as his office and 
edroom. 
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The old dormitories were altered to be used as 
Glassrooms. Repairs were needed to the walls and floors. 
Blackboards were installed, also a number of fluorescent 
lighting fixtures. Good lights were made necessary because 
the windows are dormer windows and the sunlight cannot apread 
about in the same manner as with the ordinary window. 


As stated above, I feel convinced that the 
materials listed were all used to good advantage, and I am sure 
if the alterations had heen carried out by contract a much 
greater expense would have been incurred. ‘

The Director of the Branch was again instructed 
to advise the Oblate Fathers that the Vepartment would not 
contribute any further expenditures. By this time the total 
payments made by the Department had amounted to $19,488.01. 


Im Mareh of the current year Father Comeau 
left a number of new accounts for further material and labour 
amounting to $2478.69 and asked that they should be paid 
the Department, These accounts were sont to Inspector iton 
at Winnipeg and he was asked to make an inspection of the 
building. His report disclosed that in addition to the 
construction of a new fireproof wing, the old classrooms were 
remodelled and turned into a chapel. He stated that the work 
meant taking out partitions, remo 5 the old chimney, putting 
im heavy beam supports for the upsteirs floor and re-flooring 
places previously used as toilets and in some cases re-plastering 
Walls or renewing them with wallboard. Also a number of altera- 
tions were made to the room used by the Principal as his office 
and bedroom. Inspector Hamilton further reported that the 
building was not yet completed, that the new wing had to be 
plastered and that there were a number of other things that 
had to be done. 


I have outlined at some length all of the facts 
because I wished you to know what had taken place in the past 
and the reasons why the Department cannot keep on paying the 
accounts that are submitted from time to time, The work 
approved of in the first instance was the construction of an 
addition to the main building to provide quarters for the staff, 
owing to the destruction by fire of their old quarters, ihe 
Cost was estimated at $8,000 by Father Plourde, If I had known 
the expenditure would emeed this sum approvel would not have 
been given because of the conditions sting at that time, 

It would appear to be quite evident that, without any consul- 
tation with the Branch officials, plans were proceeded with on 
@ much lerger scale which not only substantially increased the 
size of the school but involved considerable expenditures in 
building a new chapel. Instead of the expenditures being 
limited to $6,000 we have already contributed nearly 320,000 
and are being asked to pay now an additional $2,200 worth of 
accounts and to complete the building, which would probably 
bring the total cost up to $25,000. 
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inspected by the Resident Architect of the Public Works 
Department, Winnipeg. The report showed that the expenditures 
already made amounted to $12,000 and that it would probably 
require a similar sum to complete the building. In September 
of that year Father Plourde and Father Lamontagne diso_ussed 
the matter with Mr. Jackson, ‘the following is an extract from 
a memorandum to the Direotor of the Branch efter this interview: 


*will you please note the attached letter from 
Reverend Father Plourde in reference to the addition 
to the Kenora Indian kesidential School. Father 
Lamontagne and Father Plourde called at the office 
and discussed the matter with me at some length. I 
made it quite clear to thom that the iinister had only 
approved of an expenditure of $8,000 on the building 
and that when the approval was first ob tained the 
building was not to cost more than this sum. I explained, 
however, when we were advised last Fall that the cost 
had been exceeded, on additional 94,000 was provided 
in this year's estinates and that this was the only 
sum now available to pay the outstanding accounts, or 
to pay any accounts that would have to be inourred in 
the future to complete the building. I aié not hold out 
any hope that funds would be provided in next year's 
estimates to carry out the proposal set forth in Father 
Plourde’s letter and stated that if the Ghureh wished 
to complete the building they would have to do so at 
their own expense without any promise from the Depart~ 
ment that they would be reimbursed for any expen tures

I have your letter of the llth instant 
enclosing plans and estimates from Lindstrom & Nilson 
and Bergman and Nelson with regard to the erection of 
a brooder house at the Kenora Residential School. The 
quotation of Lindstrom & Nilson is the lower, but in 
their specification dated November 3 there do not 
appear to be any arrangements made for ventilation 
under the floor. In addition all Government publications 
regarding construction of such buildings suggest the 
advisability of a concrete floor instead of a wood 
floor. Before submitting the matter to the Minister's 
office for consideration this Branch felt that the 
plans and quotations should be returned to you, in 
order that you may reconsider the points raised in 
this letter, as, if our suggestions are carried out, 
4t will make a considerable difference in the type 
and quantity of materials that would be needed. 


You should point out to the Principal that 
I am not in a position at the present time to promise 
him definitely that the expenditure will be allowed, 
but, as intimated in the preceding paragraph, we want 
to have everything in proper shape before submitting 
it for a decision. I also encl , for your infor- 
mation, a copy of a booklet issued by the Department 
of Agriculture and you will note on Page 8 of this 
that they strongly recommend concrete floors.

Since writing to you yesterday I have reviewed 
the last annual report of the Kenora Residential School 
and, according to the information given by the Principal 
at that time, there were the following outbuildings: 


Barn: 60 x 28 

Piggery: 10 x 10 

Hen-house: 40 x 16 

Shop 20 x 38 

Sheds: 40 x 15, 20 x 30 

Implement shed: 30 x 34 

Boat houses: 40 x 15, 20 x 50 x 12 


You will note from this list that the principal 
stated they had a hen-house 40 x 16. If this building is 
in gcod condition we feel that a brooder erected according 
to the attached plan would be much cheaper and almost as 
satisfactory as the larger one suggested in the corres- 
pondence to which we replied yesterday. 


On considering the matter again we also feel 
that 1t would not be very satisfactory if a brooder were 
built and used for pigs this winter and then for hens 
next summer. It is our opinion that the same building 
for pigs and hens is not very suitable. 


With the above in mind we thought it advisable 
to write to you again and, before replying, you and the 
Principal should give very careful consideration to the 
points raised both in our letter of yesterday's date and 
this letter.

Receipt is hereby acknowledged of your 129-1-5 
of the 17th and 18th instant in connection with the 
above noted subject. 

As requested, the writer checked over this proposed 
Brooder House plan with Father Comeau, the Principal of 
the school. 

This building would be a permanent structure, built 
approximately 70 feet south of the present hen house. There 
will be a concrete foundation built on solid rock with a 
wall of cement two feet high on which the wood superstructure 
will be erected. The concrete sub wall would be lined with 
Hollow Tile. Air vents below wooden floor are to be 
provided and this will prevent dampness rising to the floors 
and it is also planned to use the chimney as an air 
ventilator. in this part of Ontario where severe weather 
prevails, chicken and poultry owners are of the opinion that 
the wood floor is superior to the concrete; and the majority 
of the brooder houses which the writer has seen are built 
on this pattern. 

This Brooder House is of average size and will be 
well constructed to take care of the 300 chicks. The 
chicks will be kept in the brooder house until they are 
three to four months old, having their own run built 
around the house. 

Father Comeau does not intend to keep pigs in this 
house permanently after the chicks are out, but proposed 
to use it for this year as he is pressed for room in 
the barn. 

What is listed on the Buildings Inventory as 4 Piggery 
10 x 10 is not an out building, but a stall in the stable 
where the young pigs are kept at presente This barn, by 
the way, is only large enough for the cattle and horses 
mow on hand. If young pigs are kept for a short time in 
the brooder house, a rough decking will be built over the 
permanent floor, and the house will be thoroughly cleaned 
out with disinfectants when pigs are removed. 


I strongly advised Father Comeau not to use the proposed 
building for this purpose, and he stated that this was, of 
course, his idea as an emergency measure only. The school 
has suffered heavy losses in chicks during the past due to 
the poor quarters used; and I am sure this less could be 
eliminated in the future by providing a brooder house 4s 


outlined. 
I trust the foregoing will be of some help and submit 


same for your consideration.

I have your letter of the 25th instant, in further 
reference to the proposal to build a brooder house at the 
Kenora Residential School. 


The contents of your letter have been very carefully 
considered but it is diffieult for the Department to 
convinee itself that the Principal is making the recommendation 
that would be in the best interests of the work that he 


apparently contemplates. 


The plan forwarded to you with our letter of the 
16th instant outlined a brooder house which would be 
suitable for all practical purposes and whieh would only 
require an expenditure of approximately $125.00 for material. 
The building that the Principal now requests would cost 
approximately $700.00. It would not be any more suitable 
for use as a brooder house than the much cheaper building 
just mentioned. It is admitted, of course, that he sould 
accommodate approximately 300 chickens in it, but it would 
only be necessary to keep them in such a building for a 
limited time. The building recommended by us would provide 
more opportunity for training pupils in handling chickens 
under conditions which they could hope to have at home. 
Besides, if the building recommended by the Prinoi were 
built, there would actually only be accommodation in it 
for approximately 50 hens. 


I am inolined to feel that if the Principal wishes 
to raise pigs it would be much more desirable to provide 
some proper accommodation for them rather than the building 
which he recommends. Dual-purpose buildings are never 


completely satisfactory.

I have checked very carefully into this matter 
and have arrived at the conclusion that while this is 
a high price to pay for a brooder house, it is none the 
less the type suitable for the extreme weather conditions 
in this part of Ontario. The plan of the brooder house 
submitted by Lindstrom and Nilson is for brooding purposes 
only, and in no way is it proposed to use this as a Colony 
House. A Colony House, as used in Eastern Ontario, can 
be moved to different locations; but this idea cannot be 
carried out here owing to the rough character of the 
surroundings and the extreme cold. 


I may also add that the chicks will be housed from 
the middle of March until the middle of June, when they 
are allowed to forage and roam at will in the yard. 


A letter from Father Comeau, Principal of the 
Kenora R. Ce. Indian Residential School, is attached 
for your information and consideration. 


Although the cost of the brooder house is high, 
I believe that over a period of say ten years it will 
more than pay for itself. 


Having in mind the purpose for which this brooder 
house will be used, and that a substantial saving can 
be made through curtailment of losses in chicks, I would 
recommend that if the full price cannot be authorised 
that a portion of same be allowed.

Some weeks ago I discussed with Mr. Jackson 
recuest that had been received from the Principal 
of the Kenora Residential School for an expenditure to 
permit the erection of a new hog-pen at the school, as 
the Principal evidently desired to raise a large number 


of pigs. 


At that time I expressed to Mr. Jackson the 
opinion that T felt it would be preferable to arrange 
for the plastering of the new wing which was erected 
in 1940. You will recall the correspondence at that 
time, which pointed out to the Church Authorities that 
in our opinion they greatly exceeded their first authority 
in the building of the new addition. 


However, the fact remains that the building 
has been in use for some years as a dormitory for the 
pupils and has never been plastered, and I 
interests of the Indian pupils and as the build 
government property, that we should put the ney ing in 
proper condition. M J. E. Morris visited this ol 
in September, 1944, and in his report wrote as follows:- 


"The new wing has not been finished inside. 
Plastering and decorating should be done at the earliest 
ossible date",

This school is allowed 85 erant-earning pupils, 
but the enrolment shows 966 ‘hey were all well dressed, clean 
and neat in appearance. The classroom work was well done and the 
pupils are making fair progress. 


‘he dormitories were olean and plumbing in good 
condition; whe new wing is to he plastered; in fact the 
preliminary work had sterted. ‘There w. 8 no ventilation provided 
when the tuilding was eredted and Mr. Paterson was Strongly advised 
to provide this at once before the Plastering started. He had 
authorized the expenditure and the ceiling ventilator was being 
ingtalled on the day 1 arrived. i. advised Mr. Paterson to notify 
Ottawa at once concerning the probable cost and to point out why 
it was an emergency. Undouhtedly the work can best be done now 
and the cost will te less. 


the old part of the building is in poor condition and 
a lot of material and labor is required to put it in good shape. 
the floors are rough and badly worn; consequently, difficult to 
keep clean. A quantity of battleship linoleum should he provided. 
To cover the floors outlined by the Prine ipal about 225 yards would 
he needed. Im mny event a start should be made and I would

This estimated cost has been greatly under 
estimated. On receipt of your authority 129-1-5 dated 
Ottawa December llth, 1944, Mr. Sam Onerheim was asked 
to go ahead with this work and the cost was based on 
the making of a short extension to the old escape, 
without the platform or bracing, and on a later check 
up it was found necessary to lengthen the ladder and 
build a landing. 


On inquiring from Mr. Onerheim if this 
work was about finished, he informed me that it was 
ready to install and that his first rough estimate was 
far too low. I then asked him to submit a detailed 
estimate for the Department's information. Copies 
in duplicate of this estimate with a rough sketch of

Further to my 108-11 dated the 7th instant, 
wherein I had explained the discrepancy in the original 
estimated cost of the escape, and the last detailed cost 
as given me, by Mr. Sam Onerheim, I would like to add 
these further comments and explanation. 


When submitting ay report re fire protection at 
the Indian Residential Schools, under 108-11 dated December 
6th, 1944, it was suggested that the present fire escape 

on the south side of the sehool be extended to the ground, 
and fire doors also installed in the building. Lindstrom 
and Nilson, local contractors, were asked to estimate on 
the fire doors and while they were there were asked to 
arrange for the erecting of the extension to the fire 
escape, and at that time gave me verbally a rough estimate 
of the cost, which was $100.00 or more, This was shown 


on my report. 


When your authority 129-1-5 dated December llth, 

1944, was received, Lindstrom and Wilson was instructed 
to install the fire doors and they in turn had Mr. Oner- 
heim check on the proposed extension to the escape. Mr. 
Onerheim on a later check up, found that a more substan- 
tial structure was required and after getting the material, 
peseoues* with the construction of the escape and the 
anding, having understood that he was to go ahead with 
the job. When this work was completed I was advised by 
Mr. Onerheim of the approximate cost, which far exceeded 
the first estimate I had received verbally from Lindstrom 
& Nilson. I immediately had Mr. Onerheim submit the 
detailed cost of the escape and platform as it is 
presently constructed, as I knew some ball-up had been 
made of this transaction.

that the Manitoba Bridge & Iron Works, of Winnipeg, 
had quoted him the following prices on this work - 


Construction & Erection of double railed 
escape - - $14.00 per ft. 


Construction of platform 
12-6 x 6 -per sq. ft. - $5.00 to 6.00 


Similar work has been done by Mr. Onerheim at 
the Hotel Kenricia, the Kenora Post Office and the 
Cecilia Jeffrey School, and as he was highly recommended 
by Lindstrom & Nilson, competitive prices were not asked 


for. 


Reverend Father Comeau did not press for this 
much needed protection at the time it was proposed, but 
as Fire Chief Dubois strongly urged this, and believing 
it to be very essential, I recommended same in my report. 


This fire escape and landing is now completed 
and is ready to be erected at the school, and as consider- 
able labor and expense has been assumed by Mr. Onerhein, 
I would, even though admitting the difficult position I 
have placed your Department in, recommend that the work 
be proceeded with, and you may rest assured, that in the 
future, greater care will be exercised when asking for 
estimates and prices covering all work of this kind.

The water supply at this school was inspected on February 16th, 1946. 


Chlorination of the water at this school bas been suspended. The 
only method of chorinating this water, which comes from the Lake of the Woods, is by 
the old two barrel hypochlorite method. The chlorine solution is fed from the 
barrel through a 1/2" pipe line into the main on the suction side of the pumps. The 
chlorine feed is controlled by two valves on this line. This system of chlorinating 
water is extemely antiquated and should be replaced by a proper type of chlorinator. 


The water supply at this school was also inspected on February 
loth, 1946. 


At the time of the inspection, no chlorine was reaching the water 
supply. This was probably due to the presence of sediment in the rubber hose and 
in the bubble jar. It is recommended that these be thoroughly cleaned. A 
considerable amount of trouble is being encountered at this institution in 
controlling the chlorine feed as, on the previous day, an excess of chlorine was 
being added to the water. The chlorinator is a suction type Wilson hypochlorinator.

At the present time it is extremely difficult to 
secure a chlorinator, You might consult the Principal with a 
view to ascertaining if the system at present in use for 
chlorinating the water at Kenora could be watched more care-

When this system was inspected by Mr.A.E.Berry on 
February t6th. last, the echool engineer had only been on the 
job for a short time and had not time to acquaint himself with 
the water system or to adjust himself to all the conditions 
around and about the school. Thie man has since, been instructed 
thoroughly in the maintainance and operation of the chlorine 
system and the regulating of same. 

The water system is at present being regulated as 
best possible under the existing condition of this old and 
antiquated system, and will be watched carefully until such 
time as a more efficient and up to dated system can be installed.
